DOUBLE UP 


A BANBURY school has 
submitted £700,000 plans 
that will see it double in 
size just five years after it 
opened. 

Primary school Dashwood 
Banbury Academy, in Merton 
Street, has applied to build six 
new classrooms. 

Currently the school is 
oversubscribed with 221 pupils 
—- its capacity is 210, and has 
to turn children and parents 
away. But the move will create a 
total of 180 new student spaces 
and 12 new teaching jobs. The

school will expand over six 
years, with an initial intake of 
60 extra students, then 30 more 
pupils a year. 

Funding for the project, to the 
tune of £686,900, has been 
provided by the Department for 
Education. 

Dr Fiona Hammans, 
executive principal, said: "The 
school is significantly 
oversubscribed each year and 
we have to turn parents and 
children away. That's quite 


distressing for everyone. 

"It has one of the best Ofsted 
judgements in the town." 

Dashwood School was 
originally based in St John's 
Road, and was put in special 
measures in November 2007 
after a catastrophic Ofsted 
report. 

Eighteen months later, under 
new principal Vicki McLean, it 
came out of special measures. 

In September the school was 
rated "good". 

The school, which was built 
in 2008, is federated with 
Banbury AAT Academy, in 
Ruskin Road. The schools' 
executive was successful in a 



bid to the Academies Capital 
Maintenance Fund to increase 
the school to two-form entry 
across the board. 

If the plans are approved, 
work will start straight away and 
classrooms will be ready for 
youngsters by September 2014. 

Dr Hammans said: "When 
we are given planning approval, 
we will start immediately and 
will be finished well in advance 
of September 2014. 

"It's a short-build programme 
to minimise impact in the 
school." 

The school has this year been 
able to increase its reception 
intake to two forms after 
refurbishing a classroom. 

Over the past 20 years about 
400 homes have been built the 
former Cattle Market and more 
in other parts of Grimsbury, 
creating more demand the two 
primary school in the area, 
Dashwood and St Leonards 
School. 

Local councillor Ann Bonner 
said: "I welcome this news, I 
think it's absolutely fantastic. I 
have often thought it's a shame 
it's not larger 

"The school is really 
committed to the area and work 
doesn't stop when the bell goes. 
It's a brilliant school and I can't 
speak more highly of it."

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Fine and clean-up charge for flytipper who left address in dumped rubbish 


A MAN who left his address in fly- 
tipped rubbish has been fined and 
ordered to pay for the mess to be 
cleared. 

Joseph Whitfield, 25, of Chepstow 
Gardens, Banbury, appeared at 
Banbury Magistrates' Court on June 25 
and admitted one charge of fly-tipping 
in Wroxton. 


The court was told three black sacks, 
an Argos carrier bag containing rubbish 
and a red vacuum cleaner were found 
dumped last August on the side of 
Horley Path Road. 

But when council investigators went 
through the rubbish in the bags they 
found two envelopes bearing 
Whitfield's name and address. 


Whitfield told the court he had got 
lost and could not find the tip. He was 
also low on fuel so dumped the items. 

Magistrates fined him £100 and told 
him to pay the £305.89 clean up costs. 

Nigel Morris, Cherwell's lead 
member for clean and green, said: 
"There is never any excuse for fly¬ 
tipping so Mr Whitfield's defence of 


being lost and low on fuel was 
certainly not acceptable. 

"There are many aggravating features 
in this case including the fact that 
much of what Mr Whitfield left by the 
side of the road could have been 
placed in his green bin at home, and 
the vacuum could have been correctly 
disposed of for free at the Alkerton tip. 


"His failure to disassociate himself 
from the rubbish by including 
envelopes with his details shows a 
blatant disregard for his offence. 

"Hopefully this prosecution will 
serve as a warning to others that we 
will track people down and bring them 
to court to take responsibility for their 
actions." 


£280,000 worth of property stolen 


Thief is jailed 


over a series 


of burglaries 


A DRUG addict has been jailed 
after committing more than 90 
burglaries and attempted 
burglaries and stealing £280,000 
worth of property. 

Danny Lane, of The Beeches 
Mobile Home Park, Old London 
Road, Chipping Norton, pleaded 
guilty to 11 offences - but asked 
for a further 84 to be taken into 
consideration. 

The 32-year-old carried out 
the crimes around Oxfordshire, 
Surrey and in London between 
201 0 and January this year. 

His most recent offences were 
seven burglaries and four car 
thefts between October last year 
and May this year when he was 
arrested. 

Jonathan Stone, prosecuting, 
told Oxford Crown Court that at 
the time Lane had been on 
temporary release from HM 
Prison Spring Hill, in 
Buckinghamshire, after receiving 
a three-year sentence in May 
2011 - again for burglary. 

On Friday he was sentenced

to six years for the burglaries 
and attempted burglaries, as 
well as three months for not 
returning to prison. 

Mr Stone said during the 
break-ins Lane helped himself to 
a range of items including 
laptops, wallets, iPods, passports 
and jewellery. 

He added that from one 
house Lane helped himself to 
property worth a total of 
£225,000, including a gold 
Cartier watch. 

And at four of the houses he 
also took car keys and then stole 
vehicles from outside. 

But Mr Stone said Lane's 
sentencing had been delayed 
because he wanted to tell the 
Metropolitan Police about his 
crimes in London. 

James Burley, defending, told 
Judge Ian Pringle that his client 
had seen his father die in a 


"football riot" when he was just 
14. After that, the barrister said, 
Lane had fallen into drug abuse 
and had now been a heroin 
addict for many years. 

Judge Pringle said he took into 
account that Lane had expressed 
remorse and had been honest 
with the police about the crimes. 

The burglaries were committed 
on January 24 at a house in 
Wharton Road, Headington; at a 
house in Henley Avenue, Iffley 
on March 25; at a house in 
Headley Way, Headington on 
April 10; at a house in Church 
Street, Chipping Norton, on April 
13; at a house in Lidstone Road, 
Enstone, on April 29; at a house 
in South Newington on May 7; 
and in Churchill Road, Chipping 
Norton, on May 9.

Report reveals potential gas reserves across Oxfordshire 


Safety fears over shale 


gas drilling in county 


A VAST area of Oxfordshire, 
believed to contain shale gas 
reserves, has been singled 
out for the next round of 
onshore gas licensing by the 
Government. 

The designated block is a 
triangular area between Banbury, 
Bicester and Kidlington, and has 
been identified as a possible 
source of shale gas by the British 
Geological Survey. 

The controversial gas- 
extraction method of "fracking" 
could now be seen in north 
Oxfordshire, a process that 
campaigners claim can cause 
earth tremors. 

Fracking involves pumping 
water, sand and chemicals at

high pressure into underground 
rock to fracture it and release 
trapped gas. 

Professor Stephen Hesselbo, 
of Oxford University's Earth 
Sciences department, said: "It 
has been known for more than 
100 years that the Oxfordshire 
region is underlain by a variety 
of sedimentary rocks types, 
including shale and locally have 
generated gas. 

"It is another question 
whether these strata have the 
attributes to be commercially 
viable for gas exploitation or 
not." 

The Government is consulting 
on licensing a 900 sq km block 
of north Oxfordshire for gas 
exploration. 

Two small earthquakes of 1.5 
and 2.2 magnitude hit the 
Blackpool area following 
fracking, in the only investigative 
dig to have taken place. 

Environmentalists have 
warned that drilling could scar 
the countryside, pollute water 
supplies, hit house prices and 
lead to roads clogged with 
lorries transporting equipment. 

The Department of Energy and 
Climate Change said the focus 
on North Oxfordshire licences 
should be reported next year. 

So far 1 76 licences for 
onshore oil and gas exploration 
have been issued across the UK 
and the Government says it 
expects "considerable interest 
from developers". 

An anti-fracking campaign has 
already been launched in north 
Oxfordshire by Keith Taylor, 
Green MEP for Oxfordshire. 

Mr Taylor said: "Residents of 
Oxfordshire are right to be 


concerned about shale gas 
extraction. The fact is that 
fracking has serious 
environmental consequences. 

"Only last week a study has 
shown that the drinking water 
near homes around fracking sites 
in Pennsylvania had been 
contaminated by methane, 
ethane and propane. 

"Rather than paying 
communities to let corporations 
drill in their fields, the 
Government should be helping 
people set up local renewable 
energy production." 

Paul Mobbs, a local 
environmental consultant, said: 
"Things have been pretty static 
up to now, but this may step-up 
a gear in the autumn, when the 
Government finalises its 
incentives for exploration and 
the new planning guidance on 
energy has been finalised." 

According to energy expert 
Nicholas Newman, if an oil or 
gas company takes an interest in 
the gas reserves, it is possible 
that shale gas production could 
come to Oxfordshire in the next 
decade. 

He said: "There is a lot of 
hype surrounding the issue, 
because it is new. If it is done to 
EU standards and regulations, it 
is no different in terms of safety 
from oil drilling. 

"It could be commercially 
viable in Oxfordshire in ten

years. 

Banbury MP Sir Tony Baldry 
said: "Any fracking operations 
have to be safe and they can't be 
at the expense of local 
communities or the 
environment. 

"There is a fairly substantial 
regulatory regime for fracking, 
including a new Office of 
Unconventional Gas and Oil 


that will focus on the regulation 
of any explorations. 

"This is in addition to existing 
regulatory consents, which 
require not only local authority 
consent for any fracking 
operation, but also 
environmental permits from the 
Environment Agency." 

A Cherwell District Council 
spokesman said the authority 
was aware of potential shale gas 


reserves. 

He added: "The Government 
will shortly be publishing new 
planning guidance on onshore 
oil and gas, including shale gas 
and fracking. The council would 
consider any planning 
application against relevant 
national and local policy. 

"We are not in discussion 
with any energy companies at 
the moment." 


Police: A mobile phone is stolen every three hours 


A MOBILE phone is stolen roughly once 
every three hours in Oxfordshire. 

In 2012 more phones were stolen at 
Bicester Village than ever, while popular 
shopping streets in Oxford have also 
become magnets for phone thieves. 

And while Nokia was once the most 
popular brand for thieves, the iPhone has 
now become the most prized haul. 

Last year there were 1,058 iPhones alone 
stolen - three every day - and almost half of 
the entire total of the year's 2,677 thefts. 

Kate Burrows, 31, had her iPhone stolen 


last April, on her birthday. 

She said: "It is a very high number of 
phones to be stolen. The trouble is that they 
are worth so much today." 

Of all the phones stolen in 2012, only 
125 (4.6 per cent) were recovered. 

Between 2007, the year the iPhone was 
introduced, and 2012, there were 1 6,477 
phone thefts recorded in Oxfordshire. 

A further 930 thefts were reported to April 
this year, according to figures obtained 
under the Freedom of Information Act. 

Ms Burrows had her phone snatched at 


her own 30th birthday party. Her iPhone 
was worth £500. 

She said: "It was at a party and there 
were mainly friends and family there, which 
made it worse. As soon as I felt it was gone I 
borrowed a friend's phone to call it, but it 
was switched off, so I knew straight away it 
had been stolen. 

"I was gutted, in tears. My life was on 
there; pictures, music, emails, everything. 
Phones today are like carrying a small 
computer around with you." 

Her advice: "Get a phone card."

OXFORDSHIRE County Council has 
said the end to the "frustrating" wait 
for superfast broadband investment 
is nearly over.

They said they were confident they 
would ensure at least 90 per cent of

The £13.86m investment covers more 
than 65,000 extra premises across the 
county. 

A spokesman said: "We are very 
conscious that securing this contract has 
taken a long time when broadband 
availability has become an even more 
important demand for all communities. 



"However, the negotiation for a 
contract of this size and complexity has to 
be thorough and the time taken by us in 
competitive dialogue is in line with the 
other authorities who have undertaken the 
same exercise. We expect delivery will be 
carried out in defined phases over a two- 
year period, beginning in January 2014 - 
although considerable ground-survey 
work could be under way later this year." 

Following a consultation exercise 
earlier this year, 21 per cent of the 6,032 
residents who

All of them,

Serial burglar is jailed

A SERIAL burglar, who stole 
£20,000 of "irreplaceable" 
jewellery from an elderly 
couple, has been jailed. 

Colin Matley, together with 
Michelle Bramham, both of 
Braithwaite Close, Banbury, 
admitted carrying out a break-in 
on March 19. 

The couple were sentenced 
last Thursday at Oxford Crown 
Court after raiding the home of 
William and Pamela Dyer, who 


are both 87, in Westlands 
Avenue, Weston-on-the-Green, 
near Bicester. 

Cathy Olliver, prosecuting, 
said pensioners Mr and Mrs Dyer 
had gone out to the dentist at 
around 9.45am when Matley, 30, 
broke in to their home through a 
kitchen window. 

Bramham, 43, stayed in the 


car to act as a "lookout and 
getaway driver", the barrister told 
the court. 

Miss Olliver said that together 
they escaped with around 
£20,000 of "irreplaceable" 
jewellery which Mr Dyer had 
bought for his wife, including a 
gold watch. 

But the prosecutor said a 
neighbour saw Matley leaving 
the property and noted down the 
registration of their car. 

When police caught up with 


Matley, he tried to run away 
down Spiceball Park Road, in 
Banbury, but threw some of the 
jewellery into a canal. 

Most was recovered, but 
around £2,500 worth of 
jewellery was either damaged or 
lost. 

Graham Bennett, defending 
Matley, said his client-who had 
25 previous convictions for 62 
offences, including three 
burglaries - had a long-term 
addiction to Class-A drugs. 


Defending Bramham, who had 
no previous convictions, 
Benjamin Long said she had not 
known the burglary was 
planned, but went along with it 
to get money for her partner's 
habit. 

Judge Patrick Eccles sentenced 
Matley to three-and- a-half years 
in prison and gave Bramham a 
two-year sentence, suspended for 
12 months, with 12 months of 
supervision and 200 hours of 
unpaid work.

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Man who abused boys is 
sent to jail for five years 


A MAN, who sexually abused two 
teenage boys, has been jailed for more 
than five years. 

Stephen Isle, of Roper Road, Upper 
Heyford, admitted six counts of 
indecent assault, which took place 
between 1997 and 2001. 

The 49-year-old appeared in Oxford 
Crown Court last week after he handed 
himself in to police on March 20. 

Graham Smith, prosecuting, said the 
abuse only stopped when one of his 
victims told Isle he would kill himself. 

Benjamin Long, defending, said: 
“That was when he realised that what 
he was doing was so serious that he 


had to stop. He did not commit any 
further abuse against either of those 
young men after that remark.” 

Judge Patrick Eccles said: “I have 
read personal statements from the two 
victims and it is obvious they have 
been done significant harm by what 
you did. 

“Who knows what the extent of the 
psychological and emotional damage 
will be in the years to come.” 

Judge Eccles jailed Isle for five years 
and three months and made him 
subject to a Sexual Offences 
Prevention Order, which bans 
unsupervised contact with children.

U-turn is 
urged on 
school 
bus fees

TRANSPORT chiefs have 
been asked to go back to the 
drawing board with plans to 
shake up school bus fees. 

Last week the county council's 
education scrutiny committee 
called on the cabinet to review 
plans to withdraw free transport 
from families who don't choose 
to send their children to their 
nearest school. 

The proposals, which would 
have saved the council 
£340,000 a year, and a 
consultation on the plans were 
criticised by councillors from 
across the political divide. 

Every council has a legal duty 
to provide free home-to-school 
transport for children if their 
nearest school is more than 
three miles away, providing 
those three miles constitute a 
safe walking route. 

At the moment, Oxfordshire 
school children receive free 
transport even if their parents 
have chosen a school further 
away than their nearest choice. 
But officers wanted that to 
change. 

The deadline for responses to 
the original consultation, which 
was launched at the beginning 
of June, has been extended until 
July 15 after more than 1,700 
people responded. 

But councillors said plans for 
the cabinet to make a decision 
on July 1 6 would come too soon

after that deadline, and that 
rushing through the changes 
could lead to a legal challenge. 

One councillor,Yvonne 
Constance, said: "To be told that 
a substantive report would be 
made available between this 
meeting and the decision on July 
1 6 does not impress me. If I was 
on the other side of this, I would 
be heading straight to a Judicial 
Review. 

Councillor Simon Hoare said: 
"For all of this work and for all 
of this palaver, we are only 
going to be saving £340,000. It 
doesn't seem worth it to me." 

Cabinet member for schools, 
Melinda Tilley, said: "We need 
to look at what they have said, 
that's the point of scrutiny 
committees. But what the 
outcome of that will be I just 
don't know."

REPAIRMEN have fixed more 
than 15,000 potholes across 
Oxfordshire after the launch of 
a scheme giving people the 
power to report broken roads. 

Months of cold weather and 
flooding over the winter left the 
county's roads are in poor 
condition. 

In March, Oxfordshire County 
Council launched the "fix my street" 
initiative, which allows residents to 
report potholes via the Internet. 

As part of the push, the county 
council poured another £250,000 
into its budget for repairing roads. 

Since then, residents have sent 
more than 2,400 images of potholes 
to the county council. 

County council spokesman 
Martin Crabtree said: "The success 
of the scheme is illustrated, in part, 
in the figures. 

"As you will see if you visit Fix 
My Street, people are continuing to 
use it as a way of reporting a range 
of defects on the roads." 

Mr Crabtree said the county 
council had an average of 30 gangs

a day filling potholes. 

The council has pledged to fill 
most potholes within 28 days. 

However, taxi driver Colin 
Dobson said there was still a long 
way to go in repairing the county's 
roads. 

He said: "I have not really 
noticed any significant difference 
and I don't think the roads are 
appreciably better. 

"A lot of the potholes that I have 
been moaning about for quite some 
time have been fixed but there are 
still some pretty bad examples." 

A total of 15,439 repairs have 
been made since the start of March 
- an average of nearly 4,000 a 
month, above the target of 3,000 
the council set itself. 

Between April 2012 and March 
2013 the council repaired more 
than 37,837 potholes across the 
county.

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Film shuffles the pack 
for that magical ending 


NOW YOU SEE ME (12A, 115 mins) 
Thriller/Action. Jesse Eisenberg, Isla

N othing is what it seems in 
Fouis Fetterier's high-stakes 
game of cat and mouse 
between four crowd-pleasing Fas 
Vegas illusionists and the FBI. 

Every narrative twist could be a 
double-bluff, every failure a 
carefully orchestrated diversion and 
every flirtation a calculated exercise 
in audience manipulation. 

Screenwriters Ed Solomon, Boaz 
Yakin and Edward Ricourt hold all 
the aces and for the opening 30 
minutes, their collective sleight of 
hand dazzles and intrigues in equal 
measure. Now You See Me sets up 
the tricks, engineers them with elan 
and coolly reveals the ingenious 
method behind the on-stage 
madness. 

Alas, when it comes to the grand 
final illusion, which takes up most 
of the second hour, director 
Fetterier doesn't play entirely fair. 

He untethers the plot from 
plausibility and logic, allowing 
everything to teeter risibly on 
coincidence, physical improbability 
and outrageous good fortune. We 
might just forgive the script its 
outlandishness if a tongue was 
wedged firmly in cheek, but the 
film is deadly serious about its 
jiggery pokery. 

The prologue introduces us to 
close-up conjurer Daniel Atlas 


Jesse Eisenberg), escapologist 
Henley Reeves (Isla Fisher), 
mentalist Merrit McKinney (Woody 
Harrelson) and street magician Jack 
Wilder (Dave Franco), who are 
successful in their own fields, 
dazzling small audiences with their 
showmanship. 

Each performer receives a Tarot 
card bearing the same information: 
"March 29, 4:44pm 45 East Evan St. 
NY, NY" 

As instructed, the quartet arrives 
at an apartment in New York, where 
a dazzling light show reveals an 
illusion that will stun the world. 

One year later, Daniel, Henley, 
Merrit and Jack are reborn as The 
Four Horsemen. 

In front of a live audience, they 
choose an audience member at 
random and magically transport 
their stooge to a bank in Paris to 
raid millions from the vault. 

With their sponsor Arthur Tressler 
(Michael Caine) and renowned 
sceptic Thaddeus Bradley (Morgan 
Freeman) watching in the aisles, 
Daniel, Henley, Merrit and Jack pull 
off this seemingly impossible feat. 

Within hours, they are under 
arrest and facing interrogation by 
FBI Agent Dylan Rhodes (Mark 
Ruffalo), who doesn't want the case, 
nor the added distraction of Interpol 
agent Alma Dray (Melanie Faurent). 

The cops quickly learn that they 
underestimate the magicians at their 
peril. 

Ignore the gaping plot holes and 
Now You See Me is a lot of fun. The 
script trades heavily on the sniping 
banter between the four magicians,

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Golden debut for Mini 


LIAM Doran won gold at the 
Munich XGames in his Banbury- 
built Prodrive Mini RX on the 
car's competition debut - and 
then followed this up with silver 
in the second final. 

Prodrive felt the short Munich 
circuit would suit the Mini, and so it 
proved. Doran was the fastest 
qualifier and heat winner, and 
started from the front of the grid in 
the wet and slippery conditions. A 
great start saw him hold off all the 
cars into the first corner. 

Despite losing the lead shortly 
after, he was able to regain first 
position and then pull out a 
comfortable advantage. A puncture 
with three laps to go saw the tyre 
slowly coming away from the rim, 
but he was able to maintain his lead 
and clinch a debut victory for the 
Mini RX. 

The Sunday final saw Doran as the 
heat winner again, but this time 
started the final, held in the dry, from

the outside of the front row. Even so 
he was still able to take the lead into 
the first corner. An impact shortly 
after bent the rear toe arm on the 
Mini meaning he spent the 
remaining laps with the left rear 
wheel pointing in the wrong 
direction. Despite this he maintained 
second position and collected a 
silver medal. 

Doran said: "I guess I was 
disappointed not to win the second 
final too, but still it now means I 
have got two different coloured 
medals. 

"It's been a great weekend and 
we've come away with far more than 
I expected in a brand new car 
against the best drivers in the world. 
The car was really good, the team 
worked hard and I can't wait to get 
to the US." 

The 1.6-litre engine Mini RX was 
competing against 2.0-litre cars and 


despite giving away about 100 
horsepower, the Mini clearly 
demonstrated the value of the WRC- 
proven chassis in rallycross. 

Richard Taylor, Prodrive business 
development director, said: "We 
knew if we could get our nose ahead 
at the first corner then we should be 
able to hold off the rest of the pack. 

"Liam was unfortunate to damage 
his rear toe arm in the second race, 
otherwise it could possibly have 
been two wins from two. I think we 
have proven a point here that power 
isn't everything and I have a feeling 
we could soon be getting a few 
calls." 

Prodrive has been developing this 
first Mini RX with Liam Doran as it 
looks to enter the rallycross market 
for the first time. It now intends to 
start selling the Mini RX to 
customers. 

The car will head to the USA for 
two further rounds of the Global 
Rallycross Championship and the 
Los Angeles X Games.

NEITHER the teeth-rattling ride, nor 
the roaring road noise from the fat 
tyres were enough to wipe the smile 
off the face of my young passenger. 

After a 40-mile evening ride 
around the winding by-ways of West 
Oxfordshire, my 19-year-niece 
Chloe's verdict on the sportiest, 
fastest production Mini ever built 
was: "I want one." 

And not even an explanation of 
the cost, the horrendous insurance 
premium and the fact that only 
2,000 of this limited edition model 
have been made, could put her off. 

The two-seater John Cooper 
Works GP has the word sports firm¬ 
ly bolted on to every part of the car, 
from the two specially-stitched 
Recaro seats, to the 17-inch alloy 
wheels shod with sticky Kumho 
tyres. 

Slip into that seat, grip the thick- 
rimmed, leather-trimmed John 
Cooper Works steering wheel and 
push the start button and you are 
enveloped in an anthracite and 
black-lined bubble of rumbling, 
racetrack-inspired noise. 

The gearshift knob with chrome 
ring and red shift diagram is a flick- 
of-the-wrist affair, swiftly whisking 
the little car through six gears. 

Ahead of you sits a large rev 
counter and, crucially, a digital 


speed read-out — a vital accessory 
with an engine capable of taking the 
car to a potential top speed of 
148mph. 

That engine is an extensively- 
modified, 1.6-litre four-cylinder, 
twin-turbo unit capable of develop¬ 
ing 218 horsepower. Helping to 
keep that formidable power under 
control is a mix of adjustable sus¬ 
pension and an extra-powerful 
sports brake system. 

The GP screams power from miles 
away. Mini says the aerodynamic 
body parts like the large front and 
rear aprons, striking side sills and 
model-specific roof spoiler not only 
add to the eye-catching appearance, 
but also play an important part in 
controlling air flow.

Ounng the years of Queen Victoria and 
Edward, starting in 1890 a trend called 
Art Nouveau ch*lenged the tight 
convention* of the Victorian period and 
usrd flowing dreamlike fr mi nine figunrv 
enamel, incnprnswr moonstone, Citrnr 
c.sbixhon gemstone* and freshwater 
pearls in their designs blendng nature 
and fantasy Famous jeweller* welt 
known lor this styfte rs Rene JUes Lalipue 
and Louis Id tarry.

At ths time began the ndustnal 
revokiten and mass production whch 
affected the whole manufacturing 
ndustry As a reaction to these changes 
the Arts and Crafts movement began 
n 1894 when many jewellers rebelled 
agamM modem manufacturing and 
returned to intncalr irwelcry designs and 
handmade craftsmanship These designs 
were often a simple pattern wth 
colourful decoration* and uncut stones. 
Both the An Nouveau and the Arts and 
crafts movements came to an abrupt end 
at the stan of World V\ter 1 in 1915. 


After the death of Queen Victoria «n 
1901, her son Edward and his elegant 
wife took the throne and so began the 
Edwardian period Fashions al the t*ne 
were for lighter dekate fabrics and pae 
pastel, up swept bar and accentuated 
neckline* Jcwrlrry followed suit with 
the trend for necklacr* and chokers 
booming and the new use of platinum 
atfowed jewellery to be lighter, lacy and 
more ntricate and was often used to 
set diamonds and pearls. The trend also 
included garland motifs, swags, bows, 
tassels.

After the war the Art Oeco penod 
began bringing the excitement and 
vacancy of the jazz age to jewellery 
design Colour and shapes were 
a big influence and geometrical

Pave set diamonds were often accented
